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Bridge Closed All July, August 



Starting Friday, July 6 through the 
end of August the South Capitol St. 
Bridge across the Anacostia River—tying 
Near Southwest and Near Southeast to 
Anacostia, Prince Georges County and 
Northern Virginia—will be completely 
closed to vehicles and pedestrians. 

Up until now the bridge has only 
closed one lane at a time for several 
months. Now both lanes will close. 

During July and August two hundred 
feet at the north end towards M St. SW/SE 
will be lowered all the way to be “at grade” 
at Potomac Ave. near Q. St. SW. Traffic will 
then come and go onto the bridge directly 
from Potomac Ave. SW/SE.

New Turf for Wilson Stadium

Coffee Cafe in SW Library Supported

Plans for a community coffee cafe in 
the Southwest branch library are under 
consideration by library officials, politi¬ 
cal leaders and local activists. Southwest 
residents have regretted the lack of a place 
to sit, read, drink coffee, and chat with 
friends ever since Waterside Malls grill, a 
popular meeting spot, was shut down two 
years ago. The library location is especially 
attractive because the Southwest Library 
has free Wi-Fi for its visitors. 

Early positive responses from both 
Ginnie Cooper, Executive Director of 
the DC Public Library (DCPL) and the 
Chairman of the Facilities Committee of 
the Library of the Library Board of Trust¬ 
ees noted however that the library system 
could not undertake such a project in the 
near future. 

Pursuing the issue, Ward 6 Councilman 
Tommy Wells expressed his strong sup¬ 
port for the coffee cafe as a valuable com¬ 
munity benefit while the Waterside Mall 
development goes forward. Charles Allen, 
Chief of Staff for Councilman Wells met 
with DC Public Library executive Ginnie 
Cooper on June 8th to discuss the benefits 
of a cafe that would encourage pedestrian 
traffic in the area, increase the visits to the 


library, and contribute to public safety 
in that part of Southwest. Ms. Cooper 
expressed her support for cafes in libraries 
and offered to have a DCPL staff person 
look into the feasibility of a cafe at the 
Southwest Library. 

The Southwest Neighborhood Asso¬ 
ciation (SWNA) has given support to the 
plan. 

Southwest residents are urged to con¬ 
tact Council Tommy Wells (twells@dec- 
council.washington.de.us) to thank him 
for his support and to Ginnie Cooper 
(ginnie.cooper@dc.gov) with thanks for 
her receptivity to the cafe. 

In a letter by ANC6D Commissioner 
Andy Litsky to Ms. Cooper he stated: 

Dear Ms. Cooper: 

.. .As you may have learned, our Southwest/ 
Near SE community is undergoing more sig¬ 
nificant development activity than anywhere 
else of equivalent size in the entire Washing¬ 
ton metropolitan region. Think “Atlantic 
Yards” and then squeeze it into DCs small¬ 
est quadrant. At present, our neighborhood 
is bereft of virtually any public gathering 
place but the post office and the check-out 
line at Safeway. 

A coffee cafe at the Southwest Library would 
provide a social space for 12,000 residents

opment. Brown was joined by 6th Ward 
Council Member Tommy Wells, and at 
times, by 8th Ward Council Member 
Marion Barry and 4th Ward Council 
Member Muriel Bowser. 

New construction underway from the 
Washington Navy Yard on the east to the 
shores of the Potomac River on the west 
was reviewed.

Neighbors Meet on Community Benefits 


(Summary prepared by ANC Commissioner 
David Sobelsohn, SWNA Secretary Meg 
Brinckman, and former SWNA President 
Thelma Jones) 

Since 2005, residents of Southwest and the 
near Southeast have held regular open meet¬ 
ings to discuss benefits our community could 
derive from neighborhood redevelopment, 
and how to work together to achieve those 
benefits. This coordinating group is named 
the Near Southeast/Southwest Community 
Benefits Coordinating Committee (CBCC). 

On May 19 and 21, at the request of Near 
SW/SE Advisory Neighborhood Commission 
6D chair Roger Moffatt, the CBCC organized 
two public roundtables for the community to 
prioritize the benefits it wants from redevelop¬ 


ment. Besides ANC 6D commissioners, spon¬ 
sors included the Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly and the South Washington/West of 
the River Family Strengthening Collaborative. 
Over 100 residents participated. Thelma Jones 
and Ruth Hamilton, Collaborative board 
chair, co-facilitated. 

Participants achieved a remarkable degree 
of consensus. Overall, the roundtables gave 
their greatest support to: 

1. Establishing community/workforce-devel¬ 
opment centers. These centers could provide 
(a) workforce development; (b) community- 
based mentoring; (c) life-skills courses; (d) 
neighborhood internships; (e) a wellness cen¬ 
ter; (f) a daycare center; (g) pre-school and 
after-school youth programs; and (h) corpo¬ 
rate-sponsored arts. 


2. Housing placed second. Desired housing 
benefits included (a) preserving low-income 
housing, while increasing the supply of afford¬ 
able and mixed-income housing; (b) identi¬ 
fying and assisting potential neighborhood 
homeowners; (c) ensuring diverse housing- 
including live-aboard housing; and (d) giving 
displaced residents the right to return to the 
neighborhood. 

3. As a third priority, participants at both 
roundtables wanted establishment of a neigh¬ 
borhood-run community fund, either an 
“Enterprise Investment Fund” or a fund to 
help “community institutions” meet “commu¬ 
nity-based needs.” 

4. Finally, as a clear fourth priority, the round¬ 
tables chose diverse, walk-able, neighbor¬ 
hood-oriented retail. Our community wants 


developers to set aside space specifically for 
neighborhood-owned and operated retail, and 
to provide resources for new neighborhood- 
oriented businesses. 

5. Other benefits received substantial support 
as community priorities. They included youth 
and senior services, the environment, and the 
establishment of a neighborhood-run institu¬ 
tion to monitor benefits agreements. 

As the roundtables ended, Councilmember 
Tommy Wells (D-Ward Six), who was in 
attendance, congratulated the participants. 
“Your priorities will be my priorities,” he 
promised. The community looks forward to 
working with Councilmember Wells to make 
our benefits list a reality.

“Keep Fans OffP St., 4th St., I 
(Eye) SW” Says Zoning Body 


In response to testimony from 
SW/SE ANC6D commissioner Andy 
Litsky, the DC Zoning Commission 
has ordered the DC Dept, of Transpor¬ 
tation not to direct traffic by baseball 
fans onto local streets, especially 4th, P 
and Eye St. SW. residential streets. 

Litsky s testimony explained, in part, 
“There should be a clearly articulated 
plan to reduce vehicular traffic through 
local neighborhoods. The Zoning Com¬ 
mission needs to insist that DDOT 
work with the ANC to ensure that 
local streets - including 4th Street SW; 
P Street SW; and Eye Street SW have 
their own traffic mitigation plan so that 
residents can get in and out of build¬ 
ings during game days and that patrons 
directed to these parking lots not be 
directed to use the above mentioned 
streets. Barricades should be put in 


place on these streets as are currently 
used in residential areas around RFK to 
protect access to dwellings.”
